In his announcement to the stu- 
dent body, Wednesday morning, 
Kemper was brief, outlining his 
reasons - that after recent medical 
tests he had concluded that he 
didn’t have the staying power he 
felt the headmaster’s job required. 


‘In fact, I am no longer your 
headmaster,’’ he told a shocked 
student body, and announced the 
appointment of Dean Simeon Hyde 
as acting headmaster. 

Kemper told students he and 
Mrs. Kemper hoped to live in An- 
dover, where they have property,

said ‘‘God bless you,’’ and quickly 
sat down to a thunderous ovation 
that lasted for’ many minutes.

leadership and appointed one of the 
trustees, Gerard Piel, a member 
of the class of 1933, as chairman 
of a selection committee for anew 
headmaster. Mr. Piel is president 
and publisher of the magazine, 
Scientific American. 

Mr. Kemper was a West Point 
graduate of 1935, and was chief 
of the Planning Section of the His- 
torical Division of the Army, with 
the rank of colonel, when he was 
elected eleventh headmaster of 
Phillips Academy 23 years ago, 
succeeding Claude Moore Fuess. 

Mr. Kemper’s accomplishments 
at Andover have been substantial. 
In 1951 with members of the 
faculty he instigated the ‘‘School 
and College Study’? under grant 
from the ford roundation’s fund 
for the Advancement of Education 
and in conjunction with repre- 
sentatives of Exeter, ULawrence- 
ville, Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton. This study was one 
of the key measures which led to 
the current widespread college 
practice of Advanced Placement 
and Advanced Standing. Meantime, 
the Andover curriculum was 
undergoing substantial changes 
resulting in greater flexibility. 


Under his leadership Phillips 
Academy has grown from 750 to 
900, students, abolished fraterni- 
ties, established ateaching fellow- 
ship program, been a pioneer and 
the leading preparatory school in 
the ARC (A Better Chance) Pro- 
gram, incorporated Outward Eound 
techniques into an_ innovative 
Search \and Rescue program, in- 
itiated the present cluster system 
into students’ living arrangements 
to foster a sense of community, 
and most recently admitted Abbot 
Academy girls to PA classes ina 
coordinated class exchange. 


Many noteworthy additions to 
Andover’s physical facilities have 
been built during Mr. Kemper’s 
regime, particularly in the years 
1957-65. The funds for these 
new buildings resulted largely 
from the successful Andover Pro- 
gram capital campaign which 
raised almost $7,000,000 in new 
capital funds in the years 1959- 
61. These facilities include: five 
new dormitories, a $1,250,000 
Science building, an Arts andCom- 
munications Center, remodeling of 
several existing dormitories and 


classroom buildings, a Wing onthe 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Library, 
several 
variety of athletic field and build- 
ing improvements. 


The acting headmaster, Simeon 
Hyde, is an alumnus of the class 
of 1937 who graduated from 
Princeton University in 1941. He 
holds an MA degree from Harvard 
University, 1947. In World War II 
Hyde saw active sea duty as a 
lieutenant commander in the Naval 
Reserve. He joined the faculty in 
1950 and has been dean of the 
faculty since 1968.

went sour and Seero kicked the 
hometown boys out of trouble.

and on penalties rivals that of Coast Guard Team 


yardage gained. That’s Not Good 
At All. And almost as many of 
Seero’s passes have been caught by 
the opposition as have been caught 
by his own team - 10 interceptions 
in three games! 

Also important, and probably 
most important, are these two 
factors: Andover has gone mostly 
on the ground. The majority of 
their gains have been from one to 
five yards, and oftentimes for less. 
When Seero doés start to pass, 
he is more likely than not forced 
out of the pocket. 

True, the potential is definitely 
there. Few people question that. 
But something has got to happen 
to develop some consistant ground 
attack or the Warriors haven’t 
got a chance this season. 


No team can rely on the hope 
that they’ll suddenly explode, as 
in the Wilmington game, because 
the past two games prove it won’t 
always happen.

The Signing of Satch 


It is upstairs in the Garden 
Club. A cluster of newspapermen, 
television lights, camera men—and 
Phil Esposito. He has signed a four- 
year contract with the Bruins. 

Now, come downstairs, sort 
of, to the Celtics office on the baleony 
of the North Station. No newspaper- 
men, no television lights, no camera- 
men — just Tom ‘Satch’ Sanders. He 
has signed a one-year contract with 
the Celtics. 

That’s the way it is when 
one man, E‘sposito, is coming offa 
record 76-goal season, and the other, 
Sanders, is coming off an injury- 
riddled season. 

In his own modest way, 
Sanders’ value to the Celtics is 
nearly as important as E'sposito’s is 
to the Bruins. 

This is how the Sanders 
signing went: He walks into Red 
Auerbach’s office. “First,” said 
Auerbach, “he hands mea $1 cigar 
and says, ‘this is bribery’. Then he 
holds up a sign, ‘No, not enough’. 
That’s funny, huh?” 

By the time Red finishes 
laughing, Sanders turns the card 
around. On the other side, it says: 

“Okay, I'll take it.” 

And, voila, he was signed. 

“All he wants to do is play 
ball,” said Auerbach, “no nonsense. 
All pro athletes should have his 
attitude.” 


Sanders’ worth is a very 
basic thing: experience. 

He is the player who could 
have put the Celtics in the playoffs 
last year. Remember all those games 
they lost in the last four minutes — 
games they could have won? Sanders 
was the man who might have made 
the difference. 

Satch is 32 years old — and 
it’s hard to believe he came to the 
Celtics for the 1960-61 season, a 
spidery type player from N.Y.U. He 
was nurtured wisely by Auerbach 
and became an un-publicized, under- 
rated player. 

His attitude never changed. 
He was a workman. 

“The attitude and experi- 
ence of a Tom Sanders... that’s what 
we missed last season,” said 
Auerbach. 

The 10 points per game he 
has averaged for his 10 years in the 
league isn’t all that critical. His value 
isn’t there. It’s rebounding, playing 
defense — playing the sound game. 

Sometimes in the glory 
days he took rebounds at such key 
points the number 16 on his back 
looked like 6 — Bill Russell’s number. 

It will be nice to have him 
around again for he is a player who 
can stabilize a team when the late- 
game pressure comes along. 

He isa good Celtic.

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Editorial Comment 


Opportunity 


The idea of an “Opportunity School,” as proposed by 
Supt. of Schools Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert appears to have 
merit. 

The superintendent has offered the idea to the school 
committee which has urged his development of such a pro- 
oram. 

Idea behind the proposal, is to provide an educational 
opportunity for students who are apparently confused as 
to their place in society, through varied circumstances. 

The plan is to capture potential dropouts, afford them an 
educational opportunity and steer them toward a meaning- 
ful course in l¥fe. 

Basic to the success of such a program is the premise that 
in Andover, as in all communities, there are children with 
problems, some of their own creation, others whose young 
lives are blemished due to environmental difficulties. 

Faced with such problems, many of our young people 
find themselves confused as to their future course in life. 
School has nothing to offer, at the moment, feeling a rest- 
lessness with the regimentation. 

Dr. Seifert’s plan is to offer these people a work-study 
program, in a sense, to give them a taste of future life, while 
still attaining the educational tools necessary. 

It may be unfortunate that such a program is necessary, 
but in many ways, our ways of modern living has pro- 
mulgated the need. 

Society often finds too late that neglect of such problems 
as to potential school dropouts, breeds difficulties hard to 
overcome. 

Initial contact with the Andover Chamber of Commerce 
by the superintendent has been positive, thus placing two 
vital forces united in efforts to solve a community problem. 

Dr. Seifert is attempting to obtain federal and state funds 
to further advance the program. 

From cursory observation of the plan, as proposed, it 
seems to be a necessary part of public education in need of 
support and recognition.

The Boosters have a long record of achievement in this 
community and have goals set on continued service to the 
youth of the town. 

From originally equipping the high school football team 
through the public subscription of funds several years ago, 
the Boosters have gone on to conduct varied programs for 
young people of the town and its environs. 

Too, the Boosters have assisted young people with con- 
tinuing their education through providing scholarships 
annually. 

Many have labored under the misconception that the 
organization is football-oriented. 

While its activities include benefits to the high school 
football teams, its scope of activity goes much further. 

The Boosters, with increased aims in its activity this 
year, face a problem, apparent to most all organizations 
lately - - apathy. 

The word itself, seems to be a six-letter container de- 
signation for problems for which no one has a ready 
solution. 

The simplest solution would be to lend support to the 
organization, giving the assistance needed to continue pro- 
grams already started, and give impetus to plans being 
initiated this year.

The bits disappear 
between blades of lawn grass and 
disintegrate. 

Other coarser leaves can be 
raked up -- at least once a week 
-- and put in a compost heap. 
Powered sweepers have taken the 
back-breaking chore out of leaf 
raking. 

If you have oak trees, make a 
compost pile of only oak leaves. 
These are acid, the compost from 
which can be spread on laurel, 
rhododendron, azalea, andromeda 
and evergreens. 

A leaf compost should be built 
in layers. Over each layer sprinkle 
a little fertilizer, lime and soil. 
Water down with a hose. Then 
occasionally turn over the whole 
heap.

STAMPS doesn’t under stand me,’’ was a 


statement made recently at a 
religious education conference by 
a sixteen year old girl. A com- 
mon statement now-a-days. How 
many people, young or old, do you 
know who could have made that 
statement about people who are 
close to them? 

As adults, do we really under- 
stand what young people are 
saying? Do we understand our own 
reactions to situations and the 
words and actions of others? Do 


we really know ourselves? 


To answer these and many other 
basic questions could eliminate 
many heartaches and problems 
facing families today. 

J. Allyn Bradford, former 
minister at free Church, feels that 
he has found a solution to the 
problems of human interaction in 
the application of a counseling 
technique called Transactional 
Analysis. He has become so con- 
vinced of the effectiveness of this 
process that he is now devoting 
his whole time and energy toward 
teaching and helping people through 
T.A, 

According to Mr. Bradford, 
Transactional Analysis, a method 
popularized in Eric Berne’s best- 
selling book, ‘‘Games People 
Play,’’ is a tool accessible to spe- 
cialist and layman alike. T. A., a 
group counseling process, ex- 
amines personal interactions 
making use of concepts which up- 
date the traditional freudian views, 
simply and effectively. It is a 
method quickly learned and easily 
supplied in the average counseling 
situation. 


To the average layman, T. A, 
can open up possibilities and solu- 
tions to every day problems in- 
volving human_ relationships. 
Knowledge of this process helps 
individuals to choose strategies 
that will achieve desired goals as 
well as to formulate goals that 
are realistic in interpersonal re- 
lationships. Constructive leader- 
ship skills are strengthened 
through T.A. and participants learn 
to use intuition as effectively as 
reason. 


Transactional Analysis is 
flourishing in anumber of counsel- 
ing centers in California and at 
present is now making its debut in 
the New England area. All junior 
high school students inthe Danvers 
School system for example, are 
being introduced to T.A. this fall. 
A major airline is presently ne- 
gotiating to train all its personnel 
in T.A, Courses in T.A. are being 
conducted weekly on a year round 
basis in Cambridge, Mass. On 
Thursday, Oct. 21, and Friday, 
Oct. 22, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., 
Mr. Eradford will conduct a 
marathon session in Transactional 
Analysis at the Christian forma- 
tion Center in Andover. 


J. Allyn Bradford is at present 
the only certified teacher of Trans- 
actional Analysis in the New Eng- 
land area. 


Mr. Bradford was brought up in 
Providence, R. I., where his father 
was minister of Central Congrega- 
tional Church. He was educated in 
Providence school# and Loomis 
Prep, receiving his B. A. degree 
from Colby College and B.D. de- 
gree from Yale University. He is 
presently acandidate for adoctoral 
degree in Pastoral Counseling at 
Andover Newton Theological 
Seminary. 

Mr. Bradford resides inAndover 


with his wife and four children.

Fat or Thin, It’s Cold

The chill of autumn brings out 
ancient ways. 


It emphasizes how alone we are 
in this world - we mammals who 
have a thermostat that keeps our 
internal furnace roaring all winter. 
Only the birds are truly with us in 
this matter of spending the snowy 
months up and at it. Even a few 
of our mammal cousins consider 
such lavish expenditure of energy 
ridiculous and desert us for a 
winter of rest. 

Probably the idea of ranging 
abroad all winter has recent 
origins. The creatures with blood 
lines of great antiquity avoid it. 
Indeed, most life on earth, in- 
cluding plant life, takes a winter’s 
rest. For instance, the insects with 
species running into the hundreds 
of thousands - more species than 
all other animate creatures com- 
bined - either hibernate or spend 
the winter as pupa or egg.

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when the temperature drops. 

Among mammals, many northern 
rodents have split the difference 
between the reptile and the 
mammal. As winter approaches, 
they shuffle off to a hole in the 
ground and enter a trance that 
permits their body temperature to 
drop dangerously low and most 
body functions to cease, 

When winter ends, the hibernat- 
ing rodents emerge and reset their 
thermostats for the active life of 
a mammal, The energy that they 
conserve by acting as a reptile 
in the winter is enormous. 

The truth is that the old Vermont 
tale about freezing the hired man 
in the fall and thawing him for work 
in the spring was a trend in the 
right direction. Man and his few 
companions whom aature has des- 
tained to remain active all winter 
pay an enormous price for the 
dubious privilege. Many of our 
problems today stem from the 
ceaseless consumption to produce 
energy. Perhaps our whole social 
outlook has been colored by the 
need to respond to winter’s chal- 
lenge. 

It seems obvious that those who 
seek the origin of man inthe tropics 
must he on the right track. Few 
animals are so ill-prepared to 
cope with winter as man. Even 
our cousins, the whales, whochose 
along with us a furless condition, 
have other devices to avert the 
loss of heat. They have insulated 
themselves with blubber. No 
matter how blubbery we become, 
we lack the physical organization 
to spread our flabby tissue as in- 
sulation. Having been both, we can 
assure you that the fat and thin 
human each suffer the pain of cold 
feet. 

We have chosen the unfortunate 
path of no-return. Some wisdom 
returns the mass of birds to 
tropical or semi-tropical home- 
steads each autumn. But, we can- 
not go back. There are too many of 
us. We would strip the tropics bare. 

Our only recourse is to burn 
energy as thoughit were unlimited. 
And this leaves us with a peculiar 
problem: energy is no: unlimited. 


It’s Apple 
Harvest Week 


The peak of the apple season 
is at hand according to the Mass. 
Dept. of Agriculture, andGovernor 
Sargent has proclaimed Oct. 7 
through Oct. 16 as Massachusetts 
Fall Apple Harvest week. 
Varieties include McIntosh, Cort- 
land, Red and Golden Delicious 
and many others. ‘‘Macs” top 
the list for eating while Cortlands 
are generally considered the best 
cooking apples. 

Every child at one time or 
another saves the seeds from his 
apple and plants them with the 
hope that trees will promptly ap- 
pear. Unfortunately, it doesn’t 


work that way. The M.D.A. points 
out that apples do not grow from 


seed, but rather require a seedling 
root stock. New strains can be 
developed by grafting the budfrom 
a tree of one variety onto the tree 
of another. In fact, it is possible 
to graft the buds from a pear 
tree onto an apple tree with the 
result of one tree bearing two 
different kinds of fruit. 

Efficient management brings an 
exceptionally good yield to Mass- 
achusetts orchards and an acre 
in the Bay State can yield as many 
as 2,000 bushels of the ripe red 
fruit. 

Apples from Massachusetts are 
Shipped to all corners of the 
United States and to several foreign 
countries in special controlled en- 
vironment containers to assure 
perfect freshness and flavor. 

With Thanksgiving just around 
the corner, native cranberries are 
making their appearance in 
abundant supply. Stock up and try 
making your own cranberry sauce 
this year. It’s delicious. 

Other good buys this week in- 
clude cauliflower, potatoes, car- 
rots, turnips, butternut andacorn 
squash, and several varieites of 
lettuce. Trellis tomatoes, grown 
outdoors, are plentiful, too.
